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XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for January, 
February, and March, 1927. 


January.—Excluding the Wyndham centre, the Kimberley divisions again showed a 
general excess over the usual month’s falls, and with the splendid December rains the season 
so far, in those areas, has opened mest satisfactorily. Throughout the NorthWest and 
Gascoyne, however, another weak rainfall has to be recorded, although Nullagine and a few 
of the surrounding centres showed excesses. 

Very little rain fell in the agricultural areas, but here and there on the Goldfields 
slight increases were met with, while along the South-West and South Coasts and the Southern 
agricultural areas the rains from the 9th to the 12th gave general excesses, which were most 
pronounced in the vicinity of Albany, where 5.90 inches were recorded during the month, 
compared with the average of 0.74 inches. 


February.—The distribution of rainfall during the month disclosed some very satis- 
factory features, together with others of a reverse character. The former were attributable 
almost entirely to a single rainstorm, which commenced in the Kimberley districts on the 
19th, gradually extended to the North-west and eventually along the Eastern fringe of the 
Goldfields to the South-east Coast. 

Excellent gaugings, in all cases over-average, were the rule between La Grange Bay 
and Port Hedland on the Coast and inland to Ethel Creek, the first and last mentioned stations 
leading with nearly ten inches. Further South they diminished rapidly, Mundiwindi with an 
inch and a half failing to reach the average, and Laverton with a similar amount (but in 
a drier region) considerably exceeding. Other Goldfield towns registered much smaller 
totals, as the main body of the storm passed further Eastward after reaching Laverton. 

Reverting to the far North, it was noted that the month ’s rain was rather weak in the 
Hast Kimberley and under average in the West Kimberley (La Grange excepted), but in 
view of the excellent falls of the earlier months the gaugings were ample. 

Of the less satisfactory features, the continued absence of rain from the West 
Gascoyne was the gravest. Rain in the Onslow-Roebourne region is also needed, and the 
month proved a complete disappointment in both instances. The Murchison and Kast Gas- 
coyne also experienced a dry month, the only important exception being a local thunderstorm 
of 2.15 inches at Byro. In the wheat country summer rain is never to be relied upon, but 
always welcomed as a relief from water carting, but the few scattered thunderstorms that 
fell on the 8th and 28th were of little use. 

Only one Southern disturbance of even moderate intensity passed the Leeuwin, bring- 
ing light showers to Coastal areas Southward from Perth on the 11th. 


March.—This month. stands out in the rainfall records of the State as one of the 
wettest on record—1917 being an almost indistinguishably close rival in this regard. Four 
principal rainstorms contributed to this result. 

The Central Murchison benefited most from the first, which occurred during the open- 
ing days. The chief falls of the second were registered on the morning of the 13th, when 
West and South-west Coastal areas and the agricultural districts were visited by a downpour 
that quite overcame water supply difficulties. An even more serious problem succumbed to 
the third storm, which culminated on the 19th. That date will be remembered by Gascoyne 
people on account of the breaking of the long extended drought. In another respect it was 
remarkable, as every station in the State (so far as telegraphic and interim postal advices 
showed) recorded rain within a 48-hour period—by no means a usual occurrence. It also 
resulted in floods and washaways in many parts of the State, owing mainly to phenomenal 
downpours around two centres—Leonora and near Yalgoo. Over 10 inches fell in a week at 
Leonora, and although the highest fall as yet confirmed officially in the Yalgoo neighbourhood 
was seven inches at Murgoo, it is practically certain that perhaps double that amount fell 
in the Ninghan district, to the Southward. 

The final disturbance brought rains of a very patchy character, which might hardly 
merit attention but for the fact that they were at their best at some of the localities to the 
South-eastward of Onslow, where the earlier rains were weak. 

At the end of the month the position was that the necessities of farmers, pastoralists, 
and others had been met throughout the State. Water supplies were replenished, pasturage 
revived, and the ground softened for cultivation. Losses through flood, ete., notwithstanding, 
a tremendous benefit had been conferred by the downpours. 

The totals were, of course, almost universally above the average for Mareh—six 
tropical localities providing minor exceptions. Interest, accordingly, centred upon the new 
record values created by the month’s totals. These were noted at 80 per cent. of the stations 
embraced in the agricultural belt between Beneubbin, York, Narrogin, and Southern Cross, 
also at several North Coolgardie localities, in the Yalgoo neighbourhood, and at several other 
scattered stations. It should be recollected that the above remarks are based on telegraphic 
reports. When returns from outlying stations come to hand, it is highly probable that other 
interesting details will be disclosed. Pini
